Star Becomes First Home- 


Owning Paper in His- 


tory of Hope 


The new building location at 212- 


214 South Walnut slrcet Into which 
The Star moved February 13, became 
its permanent home Saturday when 
the newspaper purchased the property 
from Talbot Feild. 


The terms of the purchase were not 


made public. C. E. Palmer and Alex. 
H. Wushburn, owners of Star Pub- 
lishing company, had closed a fivc- 
yeur lease with Mr. Feild in February; 
and finding after three months' occu- 
pancy .that the property was ideal for 
newspaper purposes, concluded a pur- 
chase agreement that was In the mak- 
ing at the time the lease was signed. 


Adjoins Postofflcc 


The Star building is on the south 


side of the postofiicc lawn, with a 
paved alley between, and a second 
paved alley to the rear of the building. 


The property hus a 40-foot frontage 


facing east on Walnut street, and runs 
back 100 feet, including the 16-foot 
alley at the rear. The building is 40 
by 84. The newspaper offices are in a 
40 by 25-foot 
compartment at the 


front, while behind an interior wall 
are the composing und press room, job 
department, and paper storage, occu- 
pying combined space 59 by 40. Th'c 
newspaper carries an average roll pa- 
per stock of from one to one-and-a- 
half carloads. 
/ Formerly the-paper, stock was hous- 
ed ina separate'warehouse, arid trans- 
ferred about twice a week to the 
newspaper shop. Removal to the new 
building, however, 
eliminated the 


weekly clrayagc. 


Building's History 


The building is of brick and steel 


construction, It was put up in 1919 
by E. S. Greening and J. N. Riley. 
Ownership passed to Jett Williams, 
and then to Talbot Feild, from whom 
The Star purchased it. 


The first tenant, in 1919, was Thco 


P. Witt, operating u shoe rcpuir shop 
and harness and leather business. The 
passing of the harness business short- 
ly after the war caused Mr. Witt to 
concentrate more on his shoe repair 
business, and he found the building 
loo large. He is now located on South 
Main street in an up-to-date shoe re- 
pair shop. 


The next tenant was Joe Coleman, 


who for several years operated the 
Willys-Overland auto agency here. F. 
L. Wood followed him in the same lo- 
cution with the Chrysler agency. 


In the full of 1928 Hubert Lindsay 


took the building as headquarters for 
the Southwest Arkansus Implement 
company, 
dealers 
in 
International 


Harvester equipment. Mr. Lindsuy va- 
cated the property ami moved across 
the street three months before The 
Slur leased it. " 


Developed in 1919 


When Mr. Greening und Mr. Riley 


put up Tho Star building in 1919 the 
luncl wus occupied by a frame resi- 
dence. Their development work re- 
sulted in the creation of a new busi- 
(ness district neur the intersection of 


I Walnut and Third streets, now clom- 
inutecl by the automobile, farm im- 
plement, and service 
stulion busi- 


nesses. 


In purchasing the first newspaper 


j home in Hope, Mr. Palmer und Mr. 
Wushburn bused their expectations on 
the performance of business during 
recent months, somewhut less than 
the performance in 1929 and 1930, but 
slightly better than 1931, und in Ihc 
firm belief Ihut Hope und its trade 
territory are already on the way buck 
to normal business. 


While advertising suffered u decline 


in 1931, subscription revenues are 
showing a large increase for the fourth 
consecutive year, the owners said.

In Slaying Case 


Former Louisiana Jurist Is 
Given Freedom on Self- 


Defense Plea 


OPELOUSAS, La.— (/P)— A St. Lan- 


dry parish District Court jury Friday 
night -acquitted former Judge -Gtib&t 
L. Duprc, aged and deaf, of a charge 
of manslaughter in the slaying last 
Thanksgiving Day of Charles DeJean, 
38, salesman, who had ridiculed his 
political affiliations. 


Tho jury returned its verdict after 


deliberating one hour and 20 minutes. 


The former jurist and state legisla- 


tor, claimed self-defense for shooting 
DcJcan on a street here a few hours 
after a dispute in the Elks Club. 


DeJean had provoked by teasing the 


politician for switching his support to 
the state administration after having 
bitterly fough tthe policies of Huey 
P. Long, 


Duprc testified he feared bodily 


harm when DeJean approached him 
that afternoon and that he shot when 
DeJean advanced upon him. DeJean, 
unarmed, apparently did not believe 
Dupre would fire upon him. 


A dying statement in which DeJean 


said "Poor old fellow, let him go," was 
an important part of tho trial tseli- 
mony.

Tomato Acreage 


To Be Increased 


Three Per Cent Increase in 


the State Predicted 


This Season 


The latest reports indicate a three 


per cent increase in the acreage de- 
voted to shipping tomatoes in the in- 
termediate states over that grown in 
1931. Arkansas is classed 
with his 


group. The intended acreage is the 
largest in the last five years. Arkan- 
sas planted 4,700 acres in 1931 and is 
estimated to have 5,170 acres in 1932. 


In addition to the increased acreage 


there is added competition in prospect 
from the second early section. Many 
of the growers in' the earlier shipping 
sections, especially in 
East 
Texas, 


Louisiana untl Mississippi with the 
plants in the fields or ready in the 
coldframes lost them during the freez- 
ing weather. However, growers re- 
seeded their hotbeds and this will 
bring this section along at least two 
weeks later than normal with pros- 
pects for direct shipping competition 
with Arkansas and the other interme- 
diate states. 


Unless conditions improve material- 


ly, or other factors enter to change 
the situation, prices obtained may not 
be satisfactory, due to the extra acre- 
age involved.

A city-wide system of six drain- 


age ditches designed to help free Hope 
from the mosquito pest this summer, 
was completed Saturday 
by Sing 


Mauldin, 
city street commissioner, 


and a special force of men. 


They were throe Weeks digging (fee 


ditches, which total several miles in 
length, and approach the city from all 
four wards. ' 


The work was directed 
by Mr. 


Mauldin, under superivsion of Charles 
E. Taylor, chairman of the 
streets 


committee of the city council; and it 
was inspected Friday afternoon by a 
party comprising: Mr. Mauldin, Mr. 
Taylor, Wash Hutson, and Alex. H. 
Washburn of The Star. 


Twelve paid men and the available 


prisoners from the city jail were used 
on the1 job. 


Anti-Mosquito Campaign 


The city council and Mayor John 


Vesey announced early in the spring 
that the city would make a vigorous 
cfiort to hold down mosquito breed- 
ing this year. Co-operation, of house- 
holders in eliminating tin cans, bar- 
rels and other water containers from 
their property, will be asked by the 
city; but 'in the meantime the funda- 
mental work of providing 
for the 


escape of surface water from low 
places 'in th(^ city was .undertaken by 
,tbfc ;slHje,t,department, v - 


This' Mas been completed. 
The first of the six long ditches be- 


gins on the north side of the Missouri 
Pacific main line, Ward Four, and 
runs past the Williams & Sons lumber 
plant, the plant of the Southern Icie 
& Uitilities Co., and escapes beyond 
Cook's Gin, Whore it joins a creek 
and eventually flows into the Little 
Missouri and Ouachita rivers. 


Top of Watershed 


As many persons know, Hope is at 


the very top of the Southwestern Ar- 
kanseas watershed. 
In Ward Four, 


drainage water flows 
cast 
to the 


Ouachita river. In 
all 
the other 


wards, water flows west 
to Caney 


creek, which empties into Red river. 


The second ditch begins at the Nash- 


ville branch of tho Missouri Pacific 
and runs through Ward Three, past 
the Hope Heading company and Union 
Compress & Warehouse Co. plants, 
carrying surface water aut of the city. 


A third, smaller ditch, also in Ward 


Three, consists of short laterals which 
drain off water near the old Fulton 
road to the big Missour Piacific ditch 
paralleling the main line of the rail- 
road. 


One of the longest ditches is the 


fourth one, in Ward Two, which be- 
gins just west of South Washington 
street and runs to a creek beyond the 
Fair Grounds. 


A fifth ditch drains the area west of 


South Em street, gathering together 
several lateral ditches in a triangular 
system which concentrates the flow- 
age in the old paved 
and guttered 


ditch that cresset the city in a south- 
wcstery direction past the Hope Basket 
company plant. 


Drains Ward One 


Another of the longer ditches is the 


sixth and last, which parallels South 
Main street about u hundred yards 
to the cast, running from the rear of 
Third street behind all the houses on 
South Main ,to a point below Julia 
Chester hospital. Then it swings into 
a storm sewer on Main street. 


This; last ditch is expected to al- 


leviate trouble from overflow on South 
Main during storms, although not en- 
tirely. Poor drainage engineering on 
the paved street will allow flooding 
in the heaviest storms, but much of 
the surface water that overflowed the 
street during ordinary rains may be 
carried away by the new ditch.

more than $1,000 here early Friday 
when fire broke out in its hay stor- 
age barn, ruined about a carload of 
hay, badly damaged-the-building,-a 
brick structure, and indirectly caused 
the death of four delivery horses. 


The blaze was discovered 
shortly 


after midnight by a watchman, who 
opened the stables and released the 
horses. The noise and smoke excited 
the animals and three 
stampeded 


down the railroad and were killed by 
a freight train. The fourth, .which 
had been sick, died within a half-hour 
later. The fire was attributed to spon- 
taneous combustion. Wednesday night 
one of the company's delivery trucks 
was stolen from the plant but was re- 
covered Thursday after it had been 
abandoned about 18 miles west of Fay- 
etteville.

Crawford counties spent Thursday in 
a search for Rogers' companion, who 
escaped. Officers 
believe 
he was 


wounded in a gun fight with Charles 
Tobler, Spiro town marshal. 


Spiro officers had been notified to 


watch for the two men, for whom 
Sheriff A. D. Baxey of Von Buren 
and other city and county officers of 
Crawford and Sebastian counties had 
been searching since Sunday. The of- 
ficers found the men at the station, 
but were fired 
upon before they 


could call upon the men to surrend- 
er. The officers returned 
the fire 


with shotguns. The 
charge 
struck 


Rogers in the breast, killing him in- 
stantly. 


The other man fled after firing four 


times at Tobler, who believes he hit 
his man. An automobile Rogers was 
driving, in which he struck another 
car at Fort Smith and in which he

Greenland, where it had been aban- 
doned. The car had been stolen April

Cost of Getting Livestock 


to Market? Is Less by 


This Method 


Farmers in nine counties in Arkan- 


sas sold $40,000 worth 
of 
livestock 


through co-operative livestock ship- 
ping associations last year. 


Members of the Prairie Grove Live, 


stock Shipping Association sold 18 
carloads of cattle, sheep, and sows on 
the market in East St. Louis. By mar- 
keting co-operatively through ship- 
ping associations, Arkansas farmers 
are able ot put their livestock on the 
kail ing markets in the country at a 
very small cost. The total marketing 
charges on several cars of livestock 
shipped by the association in Prairie 
county to the market in East St. Louis 
averaged 88 cents per hundred pounds 
on hogs, 74>tt cents on mixed cars of 
livestock, and 58 cents per hundred on 
cattle, according to E. D. White, assis- 
tant Extension economist in marketing 
of the University of Arkansas CoHege 
of Agriculture. 


In some counties last year a spying 


of $100.00 per car was mftdjg by ship- 
piog livestock to markets outside the 
!>tmc. The business of the 


associations is directed by a board of 
directors elected by the members. The 
board of directors employ a manager 
to .--uporvise the operations of the as- 
sociation. Lives.ock association man- 
agers are experienced in handling 
livestock an,d are able to feed, load, 
and market livestock in an efficient 
manner.
